Theme Behind All Jesus' 


Methods and Mission 
Text: Luke 4:16-30 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D.

The Golden Text for this lesson, 


which is not a part of the lesson it- 
self, slates in a few words the mis- 
sion of Jesus. It is the tenth verse 
of Luke 19: "For the Son of man I 
came to seek and to save that which 
was lost." 


Jesus defined His mission in other 


terms from time to time. For instance 
He said that He had not come to 
call the righteous, but sinners, to re- 
pentance. When He stood before Pil- 
ate, He snid, "For this end was I born, 
and for this cause came I into the 
world, to boor witness unto truth." 
So, also, He said that He had come 
to give life and to give it more abun- 
dantly. 


But these, and all other definitions 


of His mission, had the one thing 
in common, namely, His redemptive 
purpose. When He came to save men, 
it ,was not by--.some process that 
did not change their lives.- 


It was not as if He were snatching 


men from some serious peril or fate, 
regardless of their characters. He snv- 
ed men through calling them to re- 
Dentance nnd through bringing them 
under the domination of righleous- 
less and truth. There is''no salvation 
except for those who arc zealous for 
•ight and whose hearts and minds are 
attuned to truth. 


It was both fitting and significant!

ment of His mission, contained in oui 
lesson, should have been made in 
Nazareth 
where Jesus had 
beer 


nacle in Nabareth where Jesus hac 
:een brought up.

Heavily on Toes of Lewis Faction 


WASHINGTON - Having saved the 
vage-hour division from collapse and 
cept the wage-hour law from get- 
ing lost in the shuffle. Col. Philip 
•"lerning is now getting his reward 
in the form of a bitter attack by left- 
wing unionists and sundry New Deal 
'liberals." :Htw>.»s^; 


Colonel Fleimhrg took over the wage- 
lour outfit a year ago." It was dying 
on its .feet: .direction was ineffective 
and enforcement was sporadic. The law 
was in dire peril of going the way 
it .the prohibition law—folding up 
Because the government couldn't find 
a way to make people obey it. 


The colonel shook things up, chang- 


ed policies, and made the machinery 
work. Today the division is inspecting 
more plants, collecting more back 
pay for workers and taking more 
employers into court than ever be- 
fore. And left-wingers are accusing 
Colonel Fleming of sabotaging the 
law. 


Removed Cloud of Uncertainty. 


There are several reasons. One is 


that when the colonel took over he 
found the division's' policies being 
made, in effect, by its legal staff. 
He put a stop to that—and, in the 
process, trod heavily on some very 
"liberal" toes, the legal staff hav- 
ing brain trust connections. 


One sore spot has been the matter 


of border-line cases. There are a 
number of fields which may or may 
not be covered by the law—nobody 
can tell until a court has handed down 
a ruling. An employer in such a fielc 
often writes in to find out if wha 
he is doing violates the law. 


In the old days he'd be told that 


nobody knew, but that if, a year or 
two later, some court ruling made 
things clear, the division might then 
prosecute him for what he .did before 
the ruling came down. Fleming adopt- 
ed the common sense polity of tell- 
ing such a man that until the courts 
had decided whether his sort of shop 
waa-covered, nothing would be done 
to him 


Another trouble was the granting of 
ertificates enabling an employer to 
ire learners at less-than-minimum 
jtes. Industry has often demanded 
ist blanket orders be issued, allow- 
ng all plants in a given industry to 
lass a certain percentage of their 
ands as learners. Fleming has re- 
used, and every employer must get 
n individual certificate — and, in- 
identally, those certificates 
aren't
